Senator Martin's Mill Destroyed. 
The stave mill of Hon. W. A. Martin, 


at Boyd's, in Menalllen township, was de-

s. 


Fire in McSherrystown. 


Fire evidently caused by (spontaneous 


combustion caused a fOOO loss in McSber- 
rystown on Thursday evening, when a 
barn and Ite content* belonging to Dr. A.

TO BE VISIBLE ON THE MOON 


Scientists Have Measured With Ex- 


actitude Just What Objects May 


Be Seen From the Earth. 


"The Abbe Moreux, director of the 


Astronomical observatory of Bourges, 
France, answers in Cosmos the ques- 
tion: "What is the smallest object 
visible on the moon?" 


First, it is necessary to know what 


Is the smallest angular magnitude that 
the naked eye can perceive. Experi- 
ment, says the Abbe, proves this to be 
30 seconds. In other words, an ob- 
ject that subtends an arc of 30 sec- 
onds is first visible to the naked eye. 
Therefore an object having an angular 
diameter of one second can be seen 
when It is magnified 30 times. An 
arc of one second represents about 
6,000 square feet at the center of the 
lunar disc. Hence, a telescope that 
magnifies 30 times will make visible 
a spot 6,000 feet in diameter on the 
surface of the moon, 


A more powerful telescope will re- 


veal smaller objects. One with four 
inches aperture and a power of 300 
will show objects of 600 feet diame- 
ter. One with a power of 2,000 diame- 
ters will reveal details measuring 
about ninety feet. 


This, however, is theory 
It takes 


a. trained and practised eye to see 
fine details through a telescope. The 
agitation of the earth's atirosphere by 
winds and currents interferes terribly 
with the use of very high powers in 
telescopes. An enlargemnt of 400 di- 
ameters almost exceeds the practical 
limit. It can be used only on perfect- 
ly clear, still nights when the moon 
is high above the horizon This will 
reveal objects 4tH) feet In diameter, 
but -ft ill not show any form or detail.

The plow con- 
sists of a heavy steel casting of suit- 
able shape for lifting the paving blocks 
and for cutting the tie rods at the 
same time.

"The Abbe Moreux, director of the 
Astronomical observatory of Bourgea, 
France, answers in Cosmos the ques­ 
tion: 
“What is the smallest object 
visible on the moon?" 


First, it is necessary to know what 
is the smallest angular magnitude that 
the naked eye can perceive. 
Experi­ 
ment, says the Abbe, proves this to be 
30 seconds. 
In other words, an ob­ 
ject that subtends an arc of 30 sec­ 
onds is first visible to the naked eye. 
Therefore an object having an angular 
diameter of one second can be seen 
when it is magnified 30 times. 
An 
arc of one second represents about 
6,000 square feet at the center of the 
lunar disc. 
Hence, a telescope that 
magnifies 30 times will make visible 
a spot 6,000 feet in diameter on the 
surface of the moon. 


A more powerful telescope will re­ 
veal smaller objects. 
One with four 
Inches aperture and a power of 300 
will show objects of COO feet diame^ 
ter. One with a power of 2,000 diame­ 
ters will reveal details measuring 
about ninety feet. 


This, however, Is theory. 
It takes 
a trained and practised eye to see 
fine details through a telescope, The 
agitation of the earth's atmosphere by 
winds and currents interferes terribly 
with the use of very high powers in 
telescopes. An enlargemnt of 400 di­ 
ameters almost exceeds tho practical 
limit.

Thousand! of Dollars Lost 


in a Second Destructive Fire. 


At on «arly hoar onTnnraday morning, 


on* of the largest conflagration!) in the 
bkrtory of Aew Oxford destroyed 6 burns 
and 1110111 her of smaller bnitdtnge in Shee 
ly alley, and threatened the entire *cuth< 
western section of the borough with de- 
struction, Bparkg from the burning barns 
were carried by the wind onto building*! 
in the eastern part of the town, netting fire 
to a house and a barn, and bringing ap- 
prehension to all the resident* of the bor 
ough. Fear and anxiety were felt by 
many citizens, on account of the serious 
neM of the situation, and considerable 
alarm was felt at first lest the fire would 
assume nncontrolable proportions. The 
burning of three horses lent weight to *he 
awfnlnew of the conflagration. 


The fire started in the barn owned by 


H. H. Eckert, of Hanover, formerly of 
thin place. Previous u> the lire, the barn 
waa ufeed by Wallace Hershey, who con- 
ducts the bakery in New Oxford, to stable 
hie horses and wagons. The origin of the 
fire is unknown 
Different ideas are ad- 


vanced, even incendiarism being hinted 
at, but this seems rediculons. A quantity 
of new hay had been pitched into the barn 
during the morning and there is a proba 
bility that spontaneous combustion was 
the cause. There is also a likelihood that 
a spark from a passing engine set the root 
on fire, ae it is a fact that showers of sparks 
often fall in that locality. At any rate, it 
appears that the fire started in the upper 
part of the barn, and it ie thought that the 
fire lay smouldering for some time 
An 


odor like that of smouldering embers was 
prevailent in that section of town during 
the evening, but it could not be accounted 
for, nor can it be attributed definitely to 
trie beginning of the fire. 


The fire was discovered by Mrs Curtis 


Leib, wife of the Mgr. of the New Oxford 
Pure Feed Company, Mr. and Mrs. Leib 
and the family of C. Tilden Myers occupy 
the large frame double house of M. D. 
Feiser, at the corner of the alley and West 
High street. On awaking about 1:30 o' 
clock, Mrs. Leib was startled by a brilliant 
light. Hastily arising, she went to the 
balcony door, and saw flames leaping from 
the roof of the Eckert barn. She screamed 
to her husband and both descended the 
stairs, Mr. Leib making haste to save hie 
automobile in a shed at the rear of his 
home, and Mrs. Leib running to the home 
of C. H. Dietrich, nearby, where she 
awakened that family. At once, young 
George Dietrich ran to the engine house, 
yelling "Fire!" as he ran, and began to 
ring the tire bell. In a short time, a num 
her of men had gathered at the scene of 
the fire, but they found themselves prac- 
tically helpless on account of the excessive 
heat, tho they lent assistance in throwing 
water, and the like. T. S Swamley, who 
resides on the opposite side ot the alley, 
having heard Mrs. Leib's scream, hastened 
to his barn, which was opposite Edkert's, 
and succeeded in saving only a carriage 
before driven awav by, the heat. Mr. 
Swamley's arms were severely burned in 
hie effort 
The three horses of Hershey 


within the Eckert barn were heard raging 
and plunging from pain and terror by the 
men first on the scene, but it was impossi- 
ble to get near the barn, and they per- 
ished in the flames. Mrs. Leib had been 
awake about an hour before and had seen 
and heard nothing, nor had anything been 
noticed by others passing by some time 
previous. Miss Sarah Warner, ot Hano 
ver street, claims to have heard a noise 
made by the horses,some time before, but 
she gave it no consideration. Employees 
of Fink & Baker, butchers, were eoon up- 
on the scene and succeeded in getting out 
of the barns of Miss Sarah Warner and 
W. J. Miller, of whom they had them 
rented, all their wagons, harness, horses, 
and most of their other possessions. A 
number of hogs were driven by them to a 
place of safety. 


The Fire Company soon arrived with 


their apparatus and in a short time, two 
streams were thrown upon the fire ; and 
a little while later, a third was added. 
The heat from the Eckert barn caused the 
barns of T. S. Swamley, directly opposite, 
and A. G. Gulden, adjoining, to catch fire, 
and such great headway was gained by it 
that it was deemed useless to make an ef- 
fort to save those barns. The firemen, 
therefore, confined their efforts to saving 
the properties of M D. Feiser, T 8. Swam 
ley, and surrounding outbuildings, which 
were directly m the fire zone, and in this 
they were highly successful 
Miss Sarah 


Warner's stable and shed, adjoining the 
Eckert barn, below, next fell a prey to 
the flames, and it was not long before the 
fire had jumped to the stable of W. J. 
yiller, across the alley, and then to his 
slaughter house, adjoining, both of which 
were consumed by the fire. Some of the 
barus HUU sheds, being old, fell easy pre> 
to the flames. A new slaughter house al- 
most immediately adjoining the Miller 
stable was saved because of its slate roof 
and brick construction, and thru the ef 
forte of the firemen. The only damage 
done to it was the burning of the window 
sills. A number of sheds and outbuildings 
on the very edge of the burning district 
were saved thru the excellent work of the 
firemen, thereby preventing a spreading 
of the flames. 


During the progress of the conflagration 


more excitemon was aroused by the dis- 
covery of a blaze on the roof of the house 
on Lincoln Way, East, owned by F. M. 
Miller and occupied by the family of W. 
Hafer Miller. A spark had set it on fire, 
and, because of its timely discovery, it 
waa put out easily by a bucket brigade 
The stable of A. E. Buckmineter in the 
rear of his home on the same street also 


caught fire, but it was paved also by quick 
work. A manure pile adjacent to th« 
barn of Dr J. L. Sheetz in Gobrecht al- 
ley was ignited by a upark, but the blaze 
was hastily extinguished 
Careful Hat«;h 


wa# kept on'all buildings on which spark* 
were falling. 


The total lose is estimated at about 


$0,000, partly covered Uy insurance. The 
lorn of each sufferer and the amount of in- 
surance carried by each is given herewith: 


Wallace Herebey, baker, Jost 3 horses, 


• buggy, a baker wagon, 2 eleighe, all tho 
harneoe, a big amount of feed, two tons of 
hay and some straw. He estimate his lose 
at $500. He carried no insurance and his 
lose is total.

H, H. Eckert, proprietor of the barn oc

Besides the barn, a wagon shed, 


attached to the Eckert barn, and a buggy 
shed, attached to hi« barn, were burned 
for him. About two tone of hay hnd two 
tons of straw were burned in the barn. 
A large quantity ol stove wood and a coop 
of chickens were consumed in the wagon 
ehed. He will not rebuild at present. 


T. 8 Swamley, broomrnaker, Ion part 


of his broom machinery, all the farming 
implements, two plows, a harrow garden 
plow, cornaheller, some corn, broom cart, 
road cart, window sashes, chairs, bicycle, 
hay, straw, bedding, and harness. A num- 
ber of chickens were burned, and very 
much fruit was destroyed, a big lose. He 
estimates his loss at o\er $600, with $400 
insurance in the Mummasburg Company.

Mies Sarah Warner lost a bam and shed,

E, 
Warner, a brother, had stored some ma- 
chinery, shafting, counters, and some fur- 
niture, most of which burned, and this 
loss is included in the above estimate The 
shed will be rebuilt 


W. J. Millet lost a fine barn and an ad- 


joining shed and an old slaughter house, 
with some of the contents. His loss is es- 
timated at 11500, with $500 insurance in a 
Philadelphia company. Work has already 
been started on rebuilding the barn. 


Nearly the whole town turued out 


with the occurrence of the ITEM fire in the 
Livingston building on Saturday evening 
still fresh in their minds—some assisting, 
others protecting their own properties.and 
most viewing the destruction of the fire 
and the efforts of the firemen. 


When the hre was raging at its heighth, 


it was thought neceseary by some to ap» 
peal to Hanover for assistance but with a 
change of the wind and the efforts of the 
firemen proving successful, the thought 
was dispelled 
Unfortunately, the Fire 


Company ie not as well equipped as it 
ought to be, which was shown on Wednes- 
day evening. By all means, there should 
be hose enough to allow four streams, and 
the hose" should be carried on a modern 
reel to allow free play. Council will, we 
feel certain, attend to this want a£ once—- 
Delay may prove more costly than the W. 
J Miller birn, which was lost because of 
a lack of a fourth stream. The firemen 
did splendid work, much more than might 
be expected of them under the circum- 
stances. Some blame has been heaped 
upon them which we think is quite un- 
just and savors with selfishness. 
The 


town as a A hole is heartily greatful, and 
extends to the company its sincerest 
thanks for their noble work. 


Cut Gash in Arm. 


Butcher C. G Sheely, of Lincoln Way, 


East, met with a very bad accident on 
Tuesday forenoon which now causes him 
to carry his left arm in a sling. Mr Shee-

PLENTY OF WATER 


Individuals of Every Ag« Should Rsw 


member Necessity for Moisture 


In the'Body. 


individuals differ In their needs, but1 


the average man requires from a quart 
to three pinta of water to drink a day 
In addition to the pint which Is ab- 
jsorbed b* his food. Women require 
• Uttle lets and children a little more 
than this average. Children should be 
encouraged to drink all the water they 
want between meals and upon rising 
In the morning, but they should be1 
taught from early childhood not to sip 
water between every two mouthful* of 
food when eating. • A glass of water 
before beginning to eat la advisable 
and refreshing as well, but no one 
should form the habit of moistening 
the throat with water to make the 
morsels of food slip down. Water 
taken In advance of a meal Is sup- 
posed to prepare the saliva so that 
there is an abundance of the latter 
which should be thoroughly mixed with 
the food before swallowing to make 
the food ready for the'stomach, and 
while many authorities hold that wa- 
ter taken during the meal Is not harm- 
ful. 
It does often become such a habit, 


especially with children, that one often 
sees them fairly unable to swallow a 
mouthful without a gulp of water to 
follow. 
- 


Do not let children drink extremely 


cold water or water with ice floating 
In it It chills the stomach' tod much, 
particularly in hot weather. Keep the 
water .against the ice. This makes it 
plenty cold enough for little folks who 
are perfectly satisfied with it at this 
temperature until some one is foolish 
enough to let them have it with Ice. 


Never let a child drink a glass of 


iced water down quickly. If they are 
very hot it is enough to kill them. 
There is no harm in allowing a child 
to suck a piece of ice because the wa- 
ter melts slowly'and is fairly off the 
chill before it reaches the stomach. To 
eatisfy'extreme thirst, suchias in fever, 
the ice sucking ia preferable for this 
reason. 


Teach a child when drinking water 


at any time to take long, but slow, 
mouthfuls. It is not only more ^atis- 
fying, but better for the digestion in 
every way.

Disregard of Promptness In China Is 


Seen by Dr. Wu as a Na- 


tional Fault. 


"If you make an/appointment with 


an American you will find him in his 
office at the appointed time," writes 
Dr. Wu Tingfang in "America Through 
the Spectacles of an Oriental Diplo- 
mat." "Everything to be done by him 
during the course of the day has its 
fixed hour, and hence he is able to do 
a greater amount of work than many 
others. Chinese, unfortunately, have 
no adequate Ideas of the value of 
time. -This is due, perhaps, to our 
mode of reckoning. In the West a 
day is divided into 24 hours, and each 
hour Into 60 minutes, but in China it 
has been the custom for centuries to 
divide day and night into 12 (sbih) 
'periods,' each period consisting of two 
hours, so that an appointment is not 
made for a particular minute, as in 
America, but for one or other of these 
two-hour periods. 
This has created 


Ingrained 
habits 
of 
unpunctuality 


which the 
advent of clocks 
and 


watches and contact with foreigners is 
slow to remove. 


"The time-keeping railway is, how- 


ever, working a revolution, especially 
in places where there is only one train 
a day, and a man who misses that has 
to wait for the morrow before he can 
resume his journey. Some years ago 
a luncheon—'tiffin' we call it in China 
—was given at a restaurant in Peking 
by a couple of friends in my honor; 
the hour was fixed at noon sharp. 1 
arrived in time and found that not 
only were none of the guests there, 
but that even the hosts had not ar- 
rived. As I had several engagements 
1 could not wait, so I ordered a few 
dishes and ate what I required. Still 
none of the hosts had made their ap- 
pearance, so I left with a request to 
the waiter that he would convey my 
thanks. 


"Knowing the unpunctuality of our 


people the conveners of a public meet- j 
ing will often tell the Chinese it will I 
begin an hour or two before the set 
time, whereas foreigners arc notified 
of the exact hour. Not being aware 
of this device I onco attended a public 
meeting at the appointed time only to 
find that I had to wait for over an 
hour. I protested that I should in fu- 
ture be treated as a foreigner in this 
regard."

Three men and one woman are deaa 


more than sixty persons are -ii/ 


the hospital in Dublin, Ireland, wound- 
ed, as the result of a_battalion of the 
King's Own Scottish Borderers firing 
into a* mob hi the streets of Dublin. 


Seven of the persons wounded are 


expected to die. Among them are 
three women and a boy of ten. 


The affray was the result of a gun- 


running 
exploit of the Nationalist 


Volunteers, who were being aided by 
'a mob composed largely of women 
and youths. A consignment of rifles, 
•aid to number 10,800, was landed at 
Howth, nine miles from Dublin, from 
a private yacht. The Nationalist Vol-

to the city. 
j, The soldiers encountered a detach- 
jnent of Volunteers at Clonmellbrldge, 
and an outbreak resulted, but there 
•was no shooting. Soon a great crowd 
^collected and followed the 
troops, 


jeering them and cheering for John 
B. Hedmond, the Nationalist leader, 
.and1 home rule. Finally the mob began 
throwing bottles and stones, injuring ' 
several soldiers. 


The battalion replied with a scat- 


tered 
fusillade. In an instant the 


street was covered with the wounded, 
while terrified men, women and chil- 
dren ran in all directions. 


St. Juras hospital is situated only 


200 yards from the scene of the af- 
fray, and the wounded were quickly 
taken there, where wour of them died 
from their wounds. 


The soldiers and police seized a 


hundred rifles from the Volunteers. 


Excited crowds filled the streets of 


Dublin, some of the men carrying ri- 
fles. The Borderers are confined to 
barracks to prevent the people from 
attacking them. A street car in which 
a soldier was riding was wrecked, but 
the soldier escaped. Further rioting is 
feared.

Several doctors testified that Mrs. 


Hanis died from heart failure, but her 
hatband contends that the treatment 
of Dr. Koons caused death.

Three men and one woman are dead 
and more than sixty persons are in<| 
lb« hospital in Dublin, Ireland, wound- 
cdv as tbe result of a battalion of the 
King's Own Scottish Borderers firing 
tato sr mob in the streets of Dublin. 


Seven of the persons wounded are 
•xpected to die. 
Among 
them are 
three women and a boy of ten. 


The affray was the result of a gun- 
running 
exploit of the Nationalist 
Volunteers, who were being aided by 
a mob composed largely of women 
and youths. A consignment of rifles, 
said to number 10,900, was landed at 
Howth, nine miles from Dublin, from 
a private yacht. The Nationalist Vol- 
mateers cut the telegraph wires and 
stopped travel on the Dublin rostds 
aM, according to reports, sent away 
Host of the rifles, to gether with 70,- 
100 rounds of ammunition, in motor 
¿an. 


A battalion of the King's Own Scot* 
ttsh Borderers was* ordered to capture 
•the sums when the authorities heard 
th# Volunteers were bringing them in* 
to the city. 
I The soldiers encountered a detach- 
jftent of Volunteers at Clonmellbridge, 
aad an outbreak resulted, but there 
wsui no shooting. Soon a great crowd 
^.collected and followed the troops, 
jeering them and cheering for John 
S. Redmond, the Nationalist leader, 
And home rule. Finally the mob began 
throwing bottles and stones, injuring 
several soldiers. 


The battalion replied with a scat­ 
tered 
fusillade. 
In an instant the 
street was covered with the wounded, 
while terrified men, women and chil­ 
dren ran in all directions. 


St. Juras hospital is situated only 
200 yards from the scene of the af­ 
fray, and the wounded were quickly 
taken there, where wour of them died 
from their wounds. 


The soldiers and police seized a 
hundred rifles from the Volunteers. 


Excited crowds filled the streets of 
l^ublfn, some of the men carrying li­ 
lies» The Borderers are confined to 
barracks to prevent the people from 
attacking them. A street car in which 
a soldier was riding was wrecked, but 
the soldier escaped* Further rioting is 
feared*

The plow con- 
slats of a heavy steel casting of suit* 
able shape for lifting the paving blocka 
and for cutting the tie rods at the 
same time. It Is pulled by a service 
motor car. Three men and the crew 
of the motor car are all tho personnel 
needed to operate the machine. Thia 
unique plow can remove 1,300 square 
feet of pavement in one minute. On 
another occasion the pavement In a 
stretch of track 2,600 feet long was re­ 
moved In 3G minutes. 
The plow la 
used but once or twice a week, for an 
hour'# work with it will give the street 
car company enough track to work on 
for eight or twelve days.—Electrie

Do not let children drink extremely 
cold water or water with Ice floating 
la It.
